3. To authorize the Selectmen to borrow sums of 
money on taxes due the Town of Hart’s Location in the 
year nineteen thirty-eight, by notes, with interest. To 
be used in the payment of Town debt. 


4. To see if this Town will join other Towns in 
Carroll County in an effort to further winter business, 
or to take such other action as may benefit this Town. 


5. To elect a delegate to the Constitutional Con- 
vention. 


6. To transact all legal Town business that may 
be necessary to come before said meeting.
